To the Editor: 

Yes, Our friends and neighbors 
who thought they briefly saw my 
ugly face on television last week 
as one of the plantiffs in the law- 
suit to have the State’s deal svith 
Bath Iron Works declared uncon- 
Stitutional were correct. I was 
there, as a plaintiff, 

I think highly of Rath. Iron 
Works, I believe we Maine voters 
and taxpayers have a perfect right 
to be proud of BIW’s record of 
building ships under budget and 
ahead of schedule. BIW has earn- 
ed esteem for the size of its work 
force, for its contribution to the 
Maine economy and for the hand- 
some profit it returns to its own- 
ers. 

But an outright gift of $19.6 mil- 
lion of Maine taxpayers’ dollars to 
a private corporation—$35 million, 
wher interest payable over 20 
years is included—is hardly a pro- 
per way to express that esteem. 
And corséquently, when I learned 
that the $35 million was scheduled 
to be handed to BIW as a gift with 
no provision for repayment —~ in 
contravention of the provisions of 
the referendum question approved 
last November, which mandated 
“sale or lease” but not gifts—t 
felt it time to stand wp and be 
counted. 

Ihave every confidence that the 
courts will declare the State/BIW 
deal uncotistitutional as an improp- 
er usé of public funds. I am equal- 
ly confident that BIW will have no 
trouble borrowing such funds as it 
may ticed for its expansion, at in- 
terest rates equal to, or better 


than, those which other borrowers 55 


in Maine must pay, BIW does not 
stand in need of charity,

The 110th Legislature returned 
‘April 13 for a one-day extension of 
the Second Regular Session with 
the expectation of concluding all 
of its business, However, after a 
so-called “funding compromise” 
was not reached, it became evi- 
dent that ithe session would end 
without a budget and nearly all 
Major money proposals would die, 

Tax conformity remains the bone 
of contention between the two par- 
ties, a position it has occupied 
since the beginning of the new 
year. 

The issue of tax conformity or- 
iginally arose from the actions 
taken by Congress dast summer. 
Because of the proposals of the 
Reagan Administration, massive 
tax cuts were eneacted at the fed- 
eral level, and since many statds 
traditionally follow the lead of the 
Federal Government in tax pol- 
icy, it was recommended that 
Maine enact “conforming” cuts at 
the state level. Maine ordinarily 
‘yewrites its tax laws to match the 
Federal Code because it allows 
taxpayers to figure out the taxes 
that they are required to pay much 
more easily, and places a much 
smaller bookkeeping burden on 
small businesses. 

Last December the State Legis- 
lature was convened in Special 
Session to pass a law conforming 
the Maine Tax Codes with the Fed- 
eral Code for one year only. Re- 


| publicans hoped that this signalled 


a «willingness to continue the tax 
confonmity in the future, but early 
in this session it became apparent 
that there was no intent on the 
part of the Democrats to extend 
the tax cuts beyond the tax year 
1981 deadline, Attempts by the Re- 
publicans to introduce a bill con- 
forming the tax laws for 1982 be- 
yond were ‘consistently denied by 
the Democrats. ’ : 

Early this month, however, it 
became evident that the State 
budget would become the battle- 
ground for the Tax Conformity is- 
sue, The Brennan Administration, 
representing the official position 
of the Democratic party, indicated 
that it would seek passage and 
full funding for ia variety of expen- 
sive new.prégrams such as the 
Governor's housing proposal, ad- 
ditional expenditures for AIDC, 
and a vontroversial allocation of 
‘General Fund monéy for the State 
Department of Transportation.

The courses. are organized in a two 
year sequence with the first level 


_ completed in the junior year and 


the second level in the senior year. 
Using a formula determined by 
secondary enrollment, S.A.D, 44 is 
allocated a total of 31 placements 
in the trade program, and 16 place- 


" ments in the cooperative education 


program. As noted above, during 


| the quitrent year, S.AD. 44 filled 


only 11 of their trade ‘placements, 
while successfully filling all avail- 
able «co-op. placements, 

In order to determine why S.A.D, 


44 had such low participation in 


NOVA, an extensive survey, in- 
volving all students in’ grades 8 


- through 12, was completed. The 


results of this. survey indicate that 
the primary reasons that students: 
were not attending were: a gen- 
eral lack of interest in the offer- 
ings provided by NOVA; the rela- 
tively stiff graduation require- 
ments at Telstar Regional High 
School; the fact that NOVA par- 
ticipation commits students. to 
two semesters off campus; and, 
the extensive travel that is neces- 
sary to attend NOVA classes. 

“In exploring alternatives to the 
NOVA program, the administra- 
tars are looking into two options: 
joining Region #11, centered in 
South Paris, or, forming our own 
vocational center at Telstar. Of the 
two options, forming our own ‘voca- 
tional area appears to be the most 
attractive. The initial costs for im- 
plementing our own vocational pro- 
gram, which. would serve 46 stu- 
dents, would be approximately 
$67,000. For this cost, S-AJD. 44 
would be able to offer vocational 
(courses in welding, smoodlands 
management, business education, 
and cooperative education. This f¢e, 
would also provide tuition costs for! 
students to attend health occupas 
tions and buildings in the NOVA! 
program. Since these offerings 
would be on campus, the S.A.D. 
44 administration feels. that it will 
be able to fill all 46 positions. 
Thus, offering vocational educa. 
tion. on-site would result in great- 
er cost-dffectiveness. Where we. 
are currently paying $49,600 to 
provide vocational learning op- 
portunities for 27 students, we 
would be able to provide vocation- 
al learning opportunities for 46 
students at Telstar for $67,000. The | 
cost tinder the Telstar vocational 
program would be $1,457 per stu- 
dent, as compared to the current 
tost of $1,837 per student. Further. 
more, after the initial year, voca- 
tional costs per student will drop 
in S.A.D. 44 sitice nearly $7,000 of 
the first year expense would be 
start-up costs. This fact, taken to- 
gether swith NOVA’s jonge-ratge 
expansion plans makes the alterna- 
tive fo avithdraw froni NOVA and 
provide ott own vocational editca- 
tion here even more attractive. In- 
deed, if the NOVA expansion plans 
are approved in their most mini- 
mai format, the cost to S.A.D. 44, 
exclusive of the construction, 
would be over $60,000 or very 
close to SAD, 44’s proposed first 
year cost for its own vocational 
program.
